Coinpton and a negro cook, Simon 
I i t- : i k « • ^ , were camping near Flag 
Pond for a few days fishing Early 
Wednesday morning they got ready 
to raise a hoop net that had been 
set in the pond when the colored 
man lost his balance und fell from 
the boat, overturning it. Neither 
Mr. White or Dr. Compton could 
swim, however Dr. Compton man- 
aged to catch hold of the boat but 
Mr. White could neither reach the 
boat or land and was drowned. The 
negro swum ashore and secured 
help and Dr. Compton was rescued 
and Mr. White's body recovered. 

"Bob'' as he was familiarly call- 
ed by a legion of friends, was one 
of the most popular men that ever 
lived in this city. He took a great 
interest in all public affairs and al- 
ways gave liberally of his time nnd 
means to any enterprise started for 
the public good. He was the lir-l 
Scout Master for the Boy Scouts in 
this city and at the time of his 
death was Secretary of the Health 
and Welfare League, was a number 
of the Elks and Masonic lodges and 
also a member of the State Bonrd 
of Pharmacy. At the time of his 
death he was forty-three years of 
age. He had been in the drag busi- 
ness here for a number of years. 

Of a kind and sympathetic nature 
the poor and needy always found 
in 1 i i tii a friend ready to hear tlieir 
■lory of sorrow and sickness and 
willing to help them not only with 
words of cheer and comfort but 
with medicine for their ills and 
money or supplies for their other 
needs. It is sad indeed to see one 
so well equipped for life to be so 
unexpectedly taken, but God in His 
infinite wisdom knows best and 
while it is hard for us to under- 
stand, still we bow in humble sub- 
mission to His will. 
• He is survived by his mother, Mrs. 
Allan B. White and two brothers, 
Mr. W. B. White, of this city, and 
I istant State Treasurer J. Lau- 
rence White, of Frankfort. To the 
bereaved and stricken family we 
tender our deepest sympathy.

olficials in order that there will be 
no delay in enrolling and classifying 
millions of men for army duty. 

Careful p'epar2ti.;r. !•...-, been 
mude to place the whole task in the 
hands of civilian officials of the 
states and to remove every sugges- 
tion of military force in putting the 
mensure into effect. The only func- 
tion of the Federal Government will 
be supervision through the office of 
the PtOVOSt Mar-hal General. The 
department's statement follows: 

There was a time in the country's 
history when military enumerators, 
backed by bayonet, went out among 
the people to take u compulsory 
service census. Today, under the 
principle of universal liability to 
service, the execution of the law is 
put into the hands of the people.

(Road Pudding As An Engineering 
Problem. By R. E. Toms, U. 8. 
F,entor Highway Engineer, 
Office of Public Roads 
and Rural Engineering, 
Washington, D. C.) 

I'ntil comparatively recent years 
the majority ..f the general public 

believed that rond building required 
only the exercise of common sense 
and that the monev spent on engi- 
neering was wasted. The engineer 
himself was considered a necessary 
evil whose advice wai tolerated 
but very seldom followed. 

The change in (he character and 
volume of traffic occasioned by the 
addition of the automobile as an 
agency of transportation caused 
such rapid deterioration of our 
roads that the public gradually be- 
gan to realize that the building of 
roads to withstand the eflt-cts of 
different kinds of traffic under dif- 
ferent conditions required know- 
ledge and information which the av- 
erage man did not possess. With 
this awakening of the public mind 
came a keener sen>se of appreciation 
of the work of the engineer nnd a 
more general reliance upon him to 
solve the many new problems of 
rond building. 

Officials in charge of rond build- 
ing should be capable of seeing: — 

FIRST: That the road is located 
in the right place so that it may be 
traversed between any two givon 
points with a minimum expenditure 
of effort. This implies that the 
grade be as nearly level as possible, 
compatible with proper drainage. 
Our railronds have been expending 
millions of dollars in straightening 
shortening their lines nnd reducing 
grades so as to increase the ton- 
nage that can be hauled by their 
locomotives. This principle .should 
also apply in road building so that 
^here will be no future demand for 
revision or relocation after settle- 
ment. Along the road has become 
established. Where this has not 
been done future settlement invar- 
iably precludes the possibility of nny 
changes so that a tremendous 
amount of energy is being waited in 
traveling improperly located roads, 
to say nothing of the impaired 
efficiency. 

SECOND: That it is graded prop- 
erly. Economy of construction de- 
mands that the desired grade and 
width of roadway be obtained with 
the least possible movement of 
earth or excavated material. Any 
excess movement of material by 
renson of a poor distribution of ex- 
cavated material represents abso- 
lute waste. 

Til IK I): That it is thoroughly 
drained. A thorough knowledge of 
the behavior of all the different 
-,oils iimlcr varying weather condi- 
tions, together with a knowledge 
of the geological formation is neces- 
sary in order to determine whether 
those sections can be remedied by 
the use of some form of specially 
eon struct i'd foundation. 

FOURTH: That ks surfaced with 
material adapted to its traffic. This 
requires an intensive study of the 
volume and character of the traffic 
coupled with a familiarity with all 
the different kinds of roud surfac- 
ing material and the economic limi- 
tation^ to the use of each. The 
character and availability of all lo- 
cal surfacing material should be de- 
termined before deciding that ma- 
terial should be shipped in from 
other points. 

FIFTH: That culverts and 
bridged are of the right size, in the 
right place, and built of suitable 
material. With the exception of 
very small culverts it is almost uni- 
versally recognized that the loca- 
tion, design and construction of 
large culverts and bridges requires 
the services of un engineer. Mis- 
applied information or ignorance || 
responsible for many monstrosities 
in small culvert construction that 
would be avoided by an engineer. 

SIXTH: Thut an economical 
method of maintaining the road is 
put into force. Road construction 
j represents an investment of com- 
( muiiity weulth.

ing notice from the QovenH r, shall 
appoint registrars from each voting 

precinct. 

The proportion of registrars shall 
be one for each 170 person* to be 

registered. Each age to be register- 
ed will comprise about 1 per cent 
of the population. 

If, for instance, all men between 
IP and 25 years of age, inclusive, 
are to be registered, the registrar 
would have to enroll about 7 per 
cent of the precinct population. 

It is desirable to accept the ser- 
viee- of competent volunteer reg- 
istrars to serve without compensa- 
tion. All registrars must be «worn. 

The voting place in each precinct 
mast be prepared for registration. 
Full printed instructions covering 
every detail of registration will be 
in the hands of Sheriffs and Mayors 
on the fifth day after the President's 
proclamation. 

The Muyor of a city containing 
more than 30.000 inhabitants, or 
the officials designated by the Gov- 
ernor therein, shall, with approval 
of the Governor, appoint for each 
wnrd or convenient minor sub-divi- 
sion containing about 30,000 peo- 
ple one Registration Board, and shall 
designate one officer of each board 
to perform duties similar to those 
imposed on the Sheriff, as hereto- 
fore outlined. If the Mnyor desires 
he may appoint a central board to 
co-ordinate the work of minor 
boards. 

On the fifth dav after the Presi- 
dent has issued his proclamation 
Clerks of counties and cities of 
over 30,000 must secure a supply 
of hlnnks and copies of the regis- 
tration regulations from the Sher- 
iff or from the Mayor. Absentees 
and the sick will apply to such 
Clerks to have their registration 
cards filled out. In no case shall 
nek persons be given registration 
certificates. They are to be ih- 
-irni red liv the clerk that the bur- 
den is on them to <sce to it that the 
cards reach the registrars of their 
home precinct by registration day. 

Mail May Be Used 

Persons absent from their home 
counties may be registered by mail. 
If so absent, a man .should go to 
the Clerk of the county where he 
may be staying on the sixth day af- 
ter the date of the President's proc- 
lamation. If he is in a city of over 
30.000 population, the Citv CJcrk is 
the, official to whom to apply. The 
absentee will be told how to rejris. 
ter, but he must mail his card in 
time to reach his precinct by regis,, 
tration day. 

Persons too sick to present them- 
selves for registration must send a 
competent person to the County or 
City Clerk on the sixth day after 
the issuing of the proclamation. The 
Clerk will give instructions for reg- 
istration. 

Officials of educational, charita- 
ble and other institutions should ap- 
ply for instructions to the County 
or City Clerk' on the sixth day after 
the date of the proclamation for in- 
structions as to a convenient meth- 
od of registration. 

The wardens of jails, peniten- 
tiaries and reformatories should 
apply to the County or City Clerk 
for instructions on the sixth day. 

Five days ufter the date of the 
President's proclamation complete 
regulations will be in the hands of 
all Sheriffs and of the officials of 
cities of over 30,000 population. 

The President is authorized to 
call upou all public officers to us- 
si-t in the execution of the law. The 
plan is, however, to rely on the peo- 
ple for the proper execution of the 
law. It is expected that patriotic 
citizens will offer their services 
free as registrars. Such services 
will be gratefully acknowledged. 
Volunteers for this service should 
communicate immediately with the 
proper officials.
